Justin Smilan, a senior at ORR, sang the anthem while 
Paul Sardinha, ORR 7 s drama club director, accompanied 
him on piano. Afterwards, a series of performances by 
the dance team, cheer squad and drama club wowed the 
audience.

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got the boys 7 varsity basketball team involved by having 
them hold up the clothes hangers to which the ropes 
holding the donuts were tied. A member of the junior 
class finished his donut first, claiming the $25 for his class. 

The fourth event of the rally was tug-o-war. Two 
preliminary rounds led to the seniors versus the juniors in 
the final round. In the end, the senior class was no match 
for the strength of the junior class team. 

The fifth event of the rally was a game called

First Blood: 

Adventures of a First-Time Blood Donor

When was the last time you did something for the 
first time? Life is hallmarked by a number of "firsts," and 
as we get older we take our experience and wisdom for 
granted. We get comfortable. Been there, done that. 

I recently had a "first" that on the spontaneous 
side was something I hadn't ever given much thought of 
doing. It took me 36 years to finally donate blood and, 
once I walked in and caught a whiff of rubbing alcohol, 
a smell so closely tied to the nightmarish childhood 
memory of vaccination panic at the pediatrician's office, 
it took about 3.6 seconds before I thought I would surely 
run away. 

You see, as far as reporting on the news, January 
can be sluggish. It takes time after the holidays for 
the pace to pick up again, and I was feeling the strain 
after weeks of scrounging around Tri-Town looking for 
anything on which to report. 

On January 28, 1 discovered it was Blood Donor 
Awareness month when a big Southcoast Hospital 
medical bus parked itself in the Tedeschi's parking lot 
next to my office. How about a nice "first time" story, I 
asked myself. There was an ah-ha, followed by an uh-oh; 
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you're giving blood today, Jean. 

I'm not afraid of needles, but I score highly on 
the queasiness scale. I get faint at the sight of another's 
infected hangnail. I panic during gory scenes of movies, 
and the compulsive mutilation anxiety that ensues 
lingers into the hours that follow. And recent images of 
bloodshed across the world in places like the Middle 
East, Sudan, and Myanmar are enough to send me into an 
existential panic. 

It wasn't the pain of a little needle prick 
that made me uneasy about giving blood; it was the 
squeamishness given by mental images of blood-filled 
bags, and the over-all idea of walking around with a 
decreased volume of blood in my body. 
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I thought up excuses like, oh, this is going to take 
too long, and well, they have enough people here today 
donating blood, they don't need me. 

On the other hand, I thought to myself, think of 
the story you can write. Don't be a baby, later you can 
brag about how you survived your first bloodletting. I 
was beginning to feel a little selfish and disingenuous, 
realizing my insincere intentions were not aimed at 
helping people, per se, but at finding material for a 
story and perhaps the reward of some recognition. I was 
unaware of the impact the experience would have on me, 
and how a new perspective from which I would view the 
very simple, painless act of donating my blood would 
later emerge. 

I listened to the nervous banter of a young 
woman reclined on a bed, midway through giving blood 
as I waited there, seated nearby her. It was her first 
time too, and she brought a friend with her to keep her 
occupied while she shared a pint of her life juice with a 
stranger. 

Minutes later, in a tiny room the size of an 
airplane bathroom, my intake interview was going well, 
having given the correct answers for all of the intake 
person's questions about any body piercings and tattoos 
over the past year, or extended stays in countries known 
for mad cow disease - all factors that could taint the 
donatability of my blood. The only thing left between that 
needle and me was, well, another needle - one to prick 
my finger for the hematocrit test to check the percentage 
of red blood cells. That test I barely passed, being at 38 - 
the absolute minimum for which they will allow a person 
to donate blood. Anything less than that is considered 
anemic. 

I was going to be cool while they took my 
blood. No nervous chitchat from this girl. I felt calm 
looking out the window at the brilliant sky and the trees 
glistening with fresh snow, and my thoughts turned to the 
beneficiaries of my blood. One would receive the plasma, 
another the platelets. Would they be good people? Would 
I ever pass them out there somewhere, unaware that a bit 
of me flowed through their veins, eternally and physically 
connected to me ever so unsuspectingly? Really deep 
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thoughts for such incongruous intentions. 

I made it through giving the full pint. I felt a little 
faint toward the end as my blood pressure decreased 
slightly, and I breathed through the initial panic so I could 
stick it out - the story needed a better ending than, "my 
donation was incomplete/ 7 The juice and cookies brought 
the color back into my face, and within a couple minutes I 
was driving off. 

It really was no big deal. 

Giving blood remained in the forefront of my 
mind for the rest of the week. Blood, blood, blood. I 
thought a lot about it. Its essentialness to biological life 
and its symbolism in religion, mythology, literature, and 
psychology. It appeared redder in photos of injured and 
dead bodies as I scrolled through a photojournalism 
website later in the week, looking at the latest genocidal 
atrocities in Myanmar. It was just before bed, and I should 
know better by now than to be looking at this stuff so late 
at night. A wave of sorrow and hopelessness washed over 
me as I looked through the all too-vivid photos before 
me and all the spilt blood. It was then that my redeeming 
realization came to me like a life raft, rescuing me from 
drowning in a wave of grief. 

Donating blood isn't a "no big deal" act at all. 
It is actually a pretty big deal, looking at the big picture. 
During a time of so much bloodshed, you can willingly 
give some of your blood so that others can live - the 
exact opposite of the act of killing, and perhaps a viable 
solution for when you feel like there is nothing you can 
do to change things. 

Giving blood is a painless, easy, and instantly 
gratifying way of giving thanks for what you have, and 
for sending love and life out into the world. I suddenly 
could not wait to do it again in eight weeks. 

I went into my son's room, kissed his sleeping 
face, and felt thankful for the warm, safe place to tuck 
him into at night. My blood-donating story was moving 
in a new direction now, away from the step-by-step how- 
to story on blood donation and more toward something 
more important, with a new sense of urgency to report to 
you that humanity needs your blood! 

"There is never enough," said Anna, the

Southcoast worker who drew my blood that day. She 
told me the South Coast region uses roughly 1,200 pints 
of blood every month. On January 28, one hour before 
the blood drive was over, I was only the seventh pint 
collected, despite thousands of people who drove past the 
bus that day. 

I urge you to donate blood. Do it at least once. 
Donating blood is a donation of pure life. Think about 
that.

the road as runners passed, and the spring-like 40 degree 
temperature was warm enough to cause a sweat but cool 
enough to keep runners from overheating.

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watched anxiously for any bit of news that would indicate 
the postponement of the Biggert- Waters Act, an act that 
would increase flood insurance rates. In spite of heavy 
lobbying at the state and federal levels by cities and towns 
impacted by this new law, it now appears that the Senate 
and the White House will not support any delays. 

A January 31, 2014 report authored by Jeb Killion, 
Congressional Liaison, U.S. Department of Homeland 
Security, Federal Emergency Management Agency / 
Region I reads in part: "The Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) will be moving forward with the Plymouth 
County Flood Insurance Rate Map process, but the process will 
be delayed somewhat because FEMA needs time to review the 
comments and appeals that have been submitted/' However, 
the delays noted will not include Marion, Mattapoisett, 
and Wareham. 

An e-mail dated February 3, 2014 from 
Colleen Bailey, Flood Hazard Mapping Coordinator, 
Massachusetts, DCR Flood Hazard Management Program 
to Scott Shipley, Building Commissioner for Marion 
(and shared with Andy Bobola, Mattapoisett Director 
of Inspectional Services) states: "The map delays you are 
reading about do not affect Marion, Mattapoisett or Wareham. 
The map updates for the three Buzzards Bay communities were 
a result of a correction to the flood zone due to an error with 
the LiDAR. They are still going effective in a couple of days 
(2/5) and there's no plan to delay them. The delays . . . being 
discussed are to the RiskMAP updates that they received for 
Scituate, Marshfield, Duxbury, Kingston and Plymouth (and 
actually a small part ofNorwell). There was a new coastal 
study performed, and Marshfield spearheaded an appeal 
(along with Scituate and Duxbury) that FEMA did not feel 
was valid, so the appeal went to the new Scientific Resolution 
Panel (SRP) which is going to make a decision on it. Because 
of town meeting schedule in Massachusetts, all appeals have 
to be resolved and incorporated by about early December. If 
that can't happen for one reason or another, then they have to 
delay the maps by a whole year. If FEMA can't meet certain 
dates, then they have to delay the maps by a year because they 
MUST have the typical annual spring town meeting months 
contained within that 6 month compliance period (that occurs 
after the Letter of Final Determination is mailed out). In the

case of Marion, Mattapoisett and Wareham, since it was only 
three communities and it had been confirmed that all three 
communities were having fall special town meetings, they were 
able to get the maps adopted that way. But that's pretty rare for 
Massachusetts, and the more communities that are involved, 
the more likely it is that they have to encompass spring town 
meeting into the compliance period since not all communities 
have a fall town meeting. So for now... you should still be using 
the July 2012 maps. As of Wednesday, you should be using 
a combination of July 2012 and February 2014 maps. As far 
as insurance rates go, there is NO 4 year delay to the Biggert 
Waters Act as of today. The Senate voted for a 4-year delay last 
week but it has not been voted on in the House yet. Rumor on 
the street (ok, in the newspapers!) is that the House does not

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support a 4 year delay. From what I've read, they do not support 
any delay (or at the most, a 6 month delay). And the White 
House appears to side with the House on this one. " 

Bobola said that the FEMA maps the town 
received were generally correct and did not sweep 
into flood plain status parcels of land and homes that 
historically had not already been included. Flood level 
elevations were changed for some properties however. 
FEMA had inadvertently omitted several sites. Those 
sites were undeveloped non-residential intersections. He 
said the intersections were Brandt Beach Road, Highland 
Avenue, and Mattapoisett Neck Road and needed to be 
added to the flood plain maps. This required the Planning 
Board to accept the map edits and then, via town meeting 
vote that took place last fall, accepting all FEMA mapping 
for the town. Voters needed to accept the FEMA maps or 
risk not being part of federal emergency funding in the 
future. Voters did accept the FEMA maps. 

Mattapoisett Town Administrator Mike Gagne 
will meet with town department heads on February 6 to 
identify public assets located in flood plain areas to assess 
procedures for protecting and securing them in the event 
of a weather emergency. Gagne said that the town had 
received a grant from FEMA for planning purposes, to 
identify and prioritize culverts, bridges and roadways 
that are at sea level and therefore, in the bull's eye for 
flooding. This meeting will not be for the purpose of 
trying to resolve homeowners 7 concerns about soaring 
flood insurance rates. 

Charged with the responsibility to review 
insurance rates and flood plain map issues is the 
Mattapoisett Flood Plain Committee. The members of this 
new committee are Carmelo Nicholosi, Al Memino, and 
William Cantor. Gagne said that the committee members 
were appointed by the selectmen to look into these 
issues, have met several times with him, and are staying 
apprised of other actions taking place in surrounding 
cities and towns. He said they are moving forward 
concurrently on insurance and map issues. Recently 
the group learned that a Massachusetts Congressional 
delegation is behind a bill that has passed the U.S. Senate. 
The bill's title is Grimm- Waters-Richmond Homeowners

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Flood Insurance Aff ordability Act and also known as the 
Menendez-Isakson bill for two leading senate sponsors. 
Gagne has a full copy of the bill and the cover letter. It is 
important to note that the letter was sent to Honorable W. 
Craig Fugate, Federal Emergency Management Agency, 
located in Washington, DC and was signed by Senators 
Warren and Markey along with Representatives Keating, 
Neal, McGovern, Tierney Capuano, Lynch, Tsongas, 
and Kennedy. That letter beseeches the agency to review 
the FEMA map problems and suspend enactment of 
the Biggert- Waters Act until further study could be 
completed. 

Gagne said it is important for all voters to speak up 
regarding the multi-faceted issues surrounding flood 
plain changes and soaring insurance rates. He said that 
the ultimate impact of rising insurance rates is that 
everyone will feel the pain, not just those living along 
the coasts.

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replacement of an existing water tank at Great Hill off 
Point Road in Marion. 

Options include a pre-stressed concrete tower or 
a fiberglass one. The height, number of gallons contained, 
and other details are yet to be determined. 

At a prior BOS meeting, the board signed a 
contract with Tata and Howard for the design phase 
to replace the Great Hill Water Tank. The tank will be 
reduced in size by one half and will be used for fire 
hydrant pressure. The town meeting of 2011 approved 
the design phase. At the meeting, the proposal for design 
was at $93,000, according to Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson. At issue is whether the tank will be replaced by 
a pre-stressed concrete structure or a fiberglass tank. The 
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water committee, along with the Board of Selectmen and 
the Town Administrator, will determine the outcome. 

Next up was a discussion of the Roadway 
Improvement Program. Dawson said that Phase 1 A will 
begin in the spring with letters going out to residents 
in the impacted areas - including Ryder, Spring and 
Front Streets - noting that some disturbances will occur 
in driveway entries and asking residents for the 'ok 7 to 
disturb those areas. 

"We plan to have a public meeting for all abutters 
in the area so they know what is coming/ 7 said Paul 
Dawson, Town Administrator. 

Next up was a discussion of the FEMA flood 
maps. "Marion and Mattapoisett have adopted the maps 
as presented, 77 said Dawson. "Other areas in the state 
asked for a delay of implementation, and that issue is 
ongoing. 77 

In other news, the main reading room of the 
Marion Music Hall is being painted. 
Selectmen Steven Cushing announced that he will seek 
re-election as a town selectman. 

"My interest, among many, is to see that the town hall use 
issue is resolved, 77 said Cushing. 

The board issued a one-day alcohol license to 
VFW Post 2425 for a ham and bean supper to be held 
from 6:00 to 10:00 pm on February 15. Also, another one- 
day all-alcohol license was approved for VFW Post 2425 
to hold a spaghetti dinner on February 22 from 1:00 to

Open Space Action Planning Nearing 
Completion 

Mattapoisett Open Space Committee 
By Marilou Newell 

Mattapoisett 7 s Open Space Committee has been 
plugging away at updating the 1998 Open Space Action 
Plan document that helps steer the committee - with the 
cooperative efforts of other town boards and commissions 
- towards land conservation in various forms. 

Members from the Recreation Department, 
Planning Board, Bike Path Committee, Highway and 
Sewer Departments, Conservation Commission, and 
Community Preservation Committee work in harmony 
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with the Open Space Committee to give Mattapoisett and 
its residents a healthy and environmentally sound place 
to live. 

During their recent meeting, they put some 
additional finishing touches on the Action Plan that 
sorely required updating. They have already completed 
a working draft and are now editing and fine tuning the 
document. During the January 29 meeting, they were 
working on the Goals and Objectives portion of the 
Action Plan document. What I found interesting was just 
how much has been accomplished. 

Barry Denham of the Highway Department said 
that, "75 to 80% of all lands they wished to conserve have 
been acquired/ 7 Those lands run along the Mattapoisett 
River Valley Aquifer. A total of 1,166 acres are now in 
permanent protection status. Bonne DeSousa of the Bike 
Path Committee acknowledged that land acquisitions 
were in fact "the most productive strategy" for assuring 
protection of those vital acres. Denham said, "We have to 
give lots of credit to the residents who have given 100s of 
acres or sold (at reasonable rates) land to the town." "If 
it hadn't been for the cooperation of long-term residents, 
the land would have been gone." The Buzzards Bay 
Coalition and the Mattapoisett Land Trust were noted as 
being instrumental in protecting lands along this sensitive 
corridor and other watershed locations as well. 

The committee noted that the lands were acquired 
into permanent protection status despite the town not 
having adopted any by-laws specifically for wetlands 
protection and that vigorous enforcement of the Wetland 
Protection Act was actually more effective than having 
by-laws. 

In addition to land acquisition as part of the 
'goals and objectives/ the updated Action Plan document 
will contain: a new herring ladder; new tot lot; new tennis 
courts; environmental educational programs for school- 
aged children including water sampling; improved access 
to public restrooms and bath house facilities; increased 
number of moorings in the harbor; expansion of launch 
services; a waterfront management plan; completion 
of a shellfish study at Pine Island Pond; clock tower 
renovations; and Center School and library historic fagade 
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restoration. 

Other major accomplishments for the town 
that roll up into this Open Space document were the 
improvements and repairs to the storm water drainage 
systems and completion of sewer projects. With drainage 
and/ or sewer projects completed along North Street, 
Point Connett, Ned's Point, Crescent Beach, Pico Beach, 
Brandt Beach and parts of Mattapoisett Neck, Denham 
explained that these types of improvements work hand- 
in-glove in protecting the health of the harbor and the 
quality of life for the residents. 

Denham also discussed that even though the 
herring ladder had been renovated, unknown factors 
in the ocean negatively impact herring populations. In 
recent years, there have been both a boom and a bust in 
the number of herring swimming upstream to spawn. He 
said that one fishing net could easily disrupt the number 
of herring able to reach spawning waters. 

There is still plenty of work that this committee 
can monitor and /or offer assistance. On the horizon are 
more storm water drainage and sewer projects, more 
recreational opportunities that need exploring, more 
historic locations that need repairing, more lands that 
need protection status, sidewalks that need fixing, trees 
that need protecting, and community support that needs 
to flow.

Planning Board Truncates Meeting 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

With yet another winter storm swirling around 
the region, Mattapoisett 7 s Planning Board decided to 
suspend work on by-laws until their next meeting - 
scheduled for Monday, March 3 at 7:00 pm - to allow for 
public input. The snowy weather equated to empty seats 
on this evening. The board has been editing to improve 
language and to streamline the by-laws for ease of use by 
the public. So far, they have worked on by-laws covering 
signage, commercial parking, screening, common 
driveways, and trailers. 

The two agenda items were then quickly 
dispatched. The first item was a discussion regarding 
questions posed by the Conservation Commission with 
respect to a driveway located off Nantucket Drive on 
property developed by D & P Builders. The Conservation 
Commission questioned the 'as built plans 7 which show 
the driveway passing through Lot #1 versus Lot #2 that 
had been the original plan. The board discussed that this 
was merely an easement to allow for emergency vehicles. 
They asked Planning Board Secretary Tammy Ferreira to 
let the Conservation Commission know that the plans are 
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acceptable as submitted. 

The second item was a hearing with John Folino 
of 65 Mattapoisett Neck Road. Folino was seeking 
approval of his request to have lots 13, 14, and 15 joined 
as one parcel. He plans to either build a new home on 
the newly reconfigured property or renovate the existing 
home. Folino has discussed the matter with Andy 
Bobola, Inspectional Services Director, who concurred 
that by joining the parcels as one unit Folino would have 
sufficient space to build a new home if he decided to 
do so in the future. The board members approved his 
request. He was advised to submit the revised property 
map with the registry of deeds within 60 days. 

Due to the upcoming President's Day holiday, 
the next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, March 3 at 7:00 pm. 

At Work Protecting Properties in Rochester 

Rochester Conservation Commission

Expect some joint events between the Rochester 
Land Trust and the town of Rochester at their open space 
properties in the near future. 

At a meeting of the Conservation Commission 
Tuesday evening, Rochester Land Trust President Halima 
Tiffany was on hand to discuss future events to celebrate 
the opening of several properties that are currently either 
in the process of opening or that have recently opened. 

Tiffany mentioned potential events at both 
Doggett's Brook and Leonard's Pond, which are currently 
being worked on, as well as possible events at Mary's 
Pond. She hinted at potentially having some sort of 
kayak/ canoe events at the ponds and said she hoped the 
events would help create awareness about some of the 
joint projects between the trust and the town. 
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"[The events] would be something nice to have/ 7 
said Tiffany. "We were just thinking with partnership with 
the town, we'd like to host some of these activities." 

"The next step is town participation," she later 

added. 

Town Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon said 
that there's still some work to be done at both Doggett's 
Brook and Leonard's Pond, and she was looking forward 
to any future events that may be in the works. 

"I think it's exciting," said Farinon. "It's just 
building upon what we've already been working on." 

In other news, the board voted unanimously to 
have a peer engineer review 25 amendments to an Order 
of Conditions for a proposed addition by Shawmut 
Associates at their recycling facility at 50 Cranberry Hwy 
in Rochester. 

Even though Shawmut Associates already have 
an Order of Conditions approved by both the Rochester 
Planning Board and the Conservation Commission, 
they want to make some changes to the plans, and the 
Conservation Commission would like to see the changes 
reviewed by a consultant before issuing a final approval. 

Farinon said that it would cost $1,000 for the 
engineer's review and that the work would be done 
upon payment from Shawmut Associates. According 
to associates from Green Seal Environmental on behalf 
of Shawmut, the changes mostly involve storm water 
retention at the site. 

Also, the Commission discussed the current first 
phase of the town forest/ Old Colony forest management 
project, which started Monday. Farinon said that she 
hadn't heard many complaints from abutters, and that 
weather permitting, that phase should be done within the 
next few weeks. 

"Things are moving along really nicely," she said.

Initially several neighbors had voiced concern 
about the project, but after some consideration, the 
Commission and the forest management consultant, Phil 
Benjamin, decided to do the work in small phases so as 
not to upset abutters. 

Farinon also announced that the Commission 
would be keeping a "level-funded budget" for fiscal 
year 2015 per request of Town Administrator Richard 
LaCamera. 

Special Ed Slashed, No New Teacher 

Mattapoisett School Budget Subcommittee 
By Jean Perry 
Superintendent Doug White has significantly 
whittled down Mattapoisett 7 s school draft budget, paring 
off a huge chunk from special education spending, which 
is now $43,000 less than fiscal year 2014, as opposed to 
the $236,000 SpEd budget increase requested just two 
weeks ago. The overall FY15 budget requested is now 
at $6,201,946, down from $6,625,733 - a difference of 
$423,787. 

Also scrapped from the first draft budget was an 
additional teacher for Center School, which Mattapoisett 
School Committee Chairman Jim Higgins was pushing for 
in anticipation of a large second grade class size. Hiring 
another teacher is not a lost cause, though, and once 
springtime comes and committee members have a firmer 
grasp on FY14 expenditures and FY15 projections come 
more into focus, they will revisit the matter. 

"I'll continue to bang the drum for an extra 
second grade teacher," said Higgins. Four first grade 
classes will be moving into three second grade classes 
next year, which has been a concern for Higgins since 
budget talks began. 

White also pulled requested funding for new 
reading and math curricula from the budget after 
deciding that it would be wiser to put the $49,000 under 
Capital in an article on the Town Meeting warrant. 

White said on January 31 that he conducted a 
student-to-student analysis and determined that student 
needs were different than originally estimated; however, 
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in a follow up interview White said he could not go 
into specifics, fearing he would inadvertently identify 
individual SpEd students by describing specific services 
that were analyzed. 

Subcommittee members, along with White, 
Assistant Superintendent Dr. Elise Frangos, and 
Technology Director Ryan McGee engaged in a lengthy 
discussion about the viability of purchasing book-based 
curricula in the future and if eliminating books all 
together to move toward electronic texts was the way to 
go instead. 

But can the district afford the electronic devices, 
how would they be phased in, and at what point should 
they stop spending money on books? 

"Today's not the day/ 7 said School Committee 
Member Jim Muse. "But we can't wait too long." 

Finance Committee Director Pat Donahue seemed 
pleased with the budget, and once the School Committee 
reviews it during their next meeting on February 10, they 
will take the proposed FY15 budget before FinCom.

To the Editor; 

I am writing this letter to congratulate the Marion 
Board of Health for recently passing a comprehensive 
Enhanced Tobacco Youth Access Regulation. In light of the 
Surgeon General's Report on Tobacco released in January 
on the 50th anniversary of the first Surgeon General's 
Report, the new regulation is more critical than ever. The 
report confirms that the tobacco products that our youth 
may be trying out are more dangerous than ever before. 

In addition, two more recently released studies 
warn that today's cigarettes are highly engineered 
products that increase addiction and are more dangerous 
than ever before. The 32nd Surgeon General's Report, 
"The Health Consequences of Smoking - 50 years of 
Progress," shows that even though today's smokers 
smoke fewer cigarettes than those 50 years ago, they are at 
a higher risk of developing lung cancer due to increased 
levels of nicotine and chemicals inhaled while smoking. 
The report reveals that low-tar cigarettes do not reduce 
the risk of lung cancer, contrary to previous claims, and 
are, in fact, more lethal than ever before. 

What does that mean for our youth who are able 
to access tobacco products? It means that they will be 
even more addicted to nicotine than the last generation. 
This is great news for the tobacco industry, and terrible 
news for our kids. 

To make matters worse, the report states that if 
current rates continue, 5.6 million Americans younger 
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than 18 years of age who are alive today are projected 
to die prematurely from smoking-related disease. And 
now the report adds that smoking causes colorectal and 
liver cancer and increases the failure rate of treatment 
for all cancers. As if that were not bad enough, the report 
states that smoking causes diabetes mellitus, rheumatoid 
arthritis, and immune system weakness. None of the 
report is good news for the next generation. I wonder 
when we are all going to finally say to the tobacco 
industry, "enough is enough". 

But the good news locally is that many Boards of 
Health in southeastern Massachusetts, including Marion, 
Rochester, and Wareham have passed Enhanced Youth 
Access Regulation to fight back against these tobacco

The enhanced regulations restrict the sale 
of electronic cigarettes to those 18 years of age and older, 
require that cheap flavored cigars be sold in packages 
of four, prohibit the sale of flavored blunt wraps, and 
prohibit the sale of tobacco products including e-cigarettes 
in all health care institutions including pharmacies. 

I recommend that readers take a look at the New 
Surgeon General's Report online and share it with any 
young person they know. They need to understand that 
trying that first cigarette, cigar, or e-cigarette can be the 
most deadly decision they ever make.

We 
are fortunate to have a wonderful shoreline and quiet 
residential neighborhoods. There is a 35-foot limit on 
structure height in Mattapoisett' s residential areas, but I 
think we all agree that examples such as these are worthy 
of exemption. Most would believe that zoning regulations 
and town boards protect individual property owners from 
intrusion and work to preserve the nature of residential 
areas. But wait, what's this? A 145-foot tall industrial 
communication tower now looms over residentially 
zoned east Mattapoisett off Jane Lane and Marion Road? 

'Fraid so! Courtesy of the Mattapoisett Zoning 
Board of Appeals. You need only go to the video of their 
meeting held January 18, 2013 to see four members of the 
ZBA rubber stamp this structure after limiting debate and 
bending to the will of a large industrial communication 
tower developer. Remember the balloon test the 
developer was told to perform in spring of 2012? Some 
observers claimed to have difficulty viewing the balloon. 
Now look at the reality! What visual comparison is there 
between a balloon at 145 feet and a huge metal pole soon 
to be outfitted with multiple antennae? Add to that an 
array of noisy generators at its base. 

ZBA's decision might have made sense if this 
monster of a new landmark provided the solution to cell 
phone communication in Mattapoisett, but alas this is 
not true. Instead, with this faulty ZBA decision, the door 
has been opened to spot zoning.

Labor Day. Starring Kate Winslet and Josh Brolin. 
Directed by Jason Reitman. Running time: 111 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Remember when Kate Winslet was the best 
reason to see a movie — when her presence promised 
fun, spirit, irrepressible emotion? Winslet is not, I hasten 
to add, suddenly a bad actress; she's just gone afield, 
choosing counter intuitive roles. I don't want to see her 
suffer; I want to see her laugh and be dazzling. In recent 
years it's almost as if Winslet were doing penance for her 
earlier work, appearing in one dreary Oscar-chaser after 
another, and Labor Day is the dreariest yet. Winslet plays 
Adele, a depressed divorcee who barely leaves the house. 
Her 13-year-old son Henry (Gattlin Griffith) looks out for 
her, pushing the car's clutch out of neutral when Adele 
means to go in reverse. That's a rather neat metaphor 
for their relationship: he helps her from being stuck but 
enables her living in the past. Winslet commits herself 
to this sorrowful woman, whose agonies, we learn, go 
beyond mere divorce. (It must be said, though, that Adele 
maintains a house and raises a child despite no visible 
job, and later she withdraws what looks like thousands of 
dollars from her bank account; she must've gotten a really 
sweet deal from her ex-husband.) 

All this is just set-up for the real story: an escaped 
convict, Frank Chambers (Josh Brolin), approaches Henry 
at the supermarket while Adele is busy fretting over 
which brand of light bulb to buy. Frank's leg is wounded, 
and he needs somewhere to stay for a few hours. Dazed 
with fear — though Frank is courteous and not openly 
threatening — Adele agrees, and Frank ends up spending 
Labor Day weekend with the two. If you're going to give 
up your couch to a convicted murderer, of course, you 
could do worse than Frank. His demeanor is calm and 
soothing. He fixes things around the house. He teaches 
Henry how to throw and hit a baseball. He shows Adele 
how to make peach pie. He's the perfect man, perhaps too 
perfect. He's essentially a feminine fantasy of a good bad 



boy (Joyce Maynard wrote the source novel, adapted by 
Jason Reitman). 

The movie doesn't lapse into manufactured 
drama, but it forgets to include any real drama, either. 
Everyone's emotions seem repressed. Nobody is ever 
overcome with passion, or joy, or relief, or anything. The 
characters maintain a dull even keel. The only strong 
moment in the entire film is when Adele' s neighbor 
(Brooke Smith), picking up her disabled little boy after 
having left him in Adele' s care for the evening, gets 
exasperated at the boy's struggling vocalizations and 
slaps him. The boy, of course, is trying to tell his mother 
that he just saw Frank — the same man who's been kind to 
him all day — on TV, which constantly blares warnings of 
the dangerous criminal on the loose. 

Labor Day might be read as a boy's coming-of-age 
story (it's narrated by Tobey Maguire as the adult Henry), 
a tale about that time his mom met a guy who was a 
better dad than his real dad. The politics of the piece are 
null — it could be saying that what this fearful, saddened 
woman really needs is a real man, and what the flat-affect 
son needs is a real man as his dad. When we learn the 
nature of Frank's crime, it's set up so that he's essentially 
blameless, even though it grew out of his losing his 
temper. Director Reitman feeds us the past traumas of 
Frank and Adele in elliptical little flashbacks. They're two 
broken people reaching for each other, and that sort of 
thing. 

And so we return to the mystery of Kate Winslet, 
and why she wants to do a movie in which she sits 
tenderly holding a dead baby. Life has beaten the crap out 
of Adele, but I prefer Winslet when she's beating the crap 
out of life, and having no need of a man to set her straight 
on the carpe diem path. It's twenty years now since she 
took cinema by storm in Heavenly Creatures, in which she 
swooned as she announced, "All the best people have bad 
chests and bone diseases — it's all frightfully romantic!" 
The Winslet who delivered that line so wonderfully 
would' ve spat in this morose film's eye, and its heroine's, 
too. Labor Day doesn't risk any melodramatic excesses; it 
sort of sits in a blank, defeated slump. We don't feel the 
depth of despair or the spike of joy; it's a flatline movie. 
It leaves us with nothing except the aftertaste of our 
popcorn.

Dr. Francis first became interested in Arctic 
weather and climate after circumnavigating the world in 
a sailboat from 1980-1985, including Cape Horn and the 
Arctic. Her research focuses on the Arctic climate, which 
is changing faster than anywhere else on the planet.
